Committee. 


CONFIDENT OF A 


REPORT m FAVOR 


iProvost G-uard Unable to Si- 
lence Club Women at 
Chicago. 


Chicago, June 11.—It bocame evident 
at today's session of tho convention of 
the 
General 
Federation 
of 
Women's 
Clubs that the suffrage faction had con- 
cluded to make its iight for endorsement 
in the regular M-ay through the resolu- 
tions committee. 
This was apparent in 
the qbsence of opposition to the adop- 
tion of the rules and regulations pre- 
sented by j^Irs. Andrew J. Gorman, of 
Salt Lake, chairman of the committee. 


These rules provide that resolutions 
shall not he presentwf from the floor, 
but direct to the committee on resolu- 
tions. 
By this procedure only such res- 
olutions as meet with the approval of 
the all-powerful committee of six will 
Teach the floor of the convention. 
Suf- 
fragist leaders, however, declared their 
confidence that a resolution endorsing 
the principle of woman's suffrage would 
be reported favorably. 


Many Delegates Present. 


The report of the credentials commit- 
tee, presented by Miss Grace Temple, of 
Chicago, showed 1.510 delegates present. 
Illinois, a suffrage state, has 2.97. while 
the next largest number is 81 from Ohio. 


There was much confusion all fore- 
noon in seating delegates. 
Allotments 
were not ma-de until last night and the 
ushers did not have time properly to 
designate the seats. 
Also many dele- 
gates arrived late.

of applause that last night greeted Miss 
Jane Addams when she made the first 
statement for suffrage to be heard from 
the platform after the convention was 
Dffieially opened. 


"Without the franchise," she declared, 
"women are suddenly shut out of the 
game—the game played all 
over 
the 
•world by statesmen who at this moment 
are trying to translate the new social 
sympathy into political action."

June 11.—Five of 
the eight persons who were shot last 
night at JSTeon, near here, by Wm. Day, a 
mountaineer, are not expected to recov- 
er, according 
to 
reports 
received in 
Whitesburg 
today. 
Victor 
Stampper, 
one of Day^s victims, died shortly after 
being shot and I>ay himself was killed 
by a posse that pursued him to 
the 
mountains. 


Day resisted arrest on a minor charge, 
broke from the officers and i-unning to 
his home, obtained a shot gun and a 
supply of shells. 
He then returned to 
the main street and opened fire upon a 
crowd of men and boys. 


The five victims who.are not expected 
to live are Magistrate J. M. Wright, M. 
Davis, hotel proprietor; Roy and James 
Taylor and Burnett Collins, a small boy. 
Howard Wright and Malon Hall were 
less dangerously wounded. 
Day fought 
the posse desperately as he fled and re- 
turned their fire even after he was seri- 
ously wounded. 
His body was riddled 
with bullets when the poss«' found it.

Senate Galleries Packed. 


The last stage of the most spectacular 
fight congress has seen since the demo- 
cratic party came to power 
attracted 
hundreds to the capital despite the wilt- 
ing heat and packed the senate galleries. 
Members of the house crowded upon the 
floor. 


Senators of the opposition, both re- 
publicans and democrats, were making 
no apparent effort to delay a vote, but 
many had various qualifying resolutions 
prepared upon which they intended to 
force record roll calls. 
Administration 
leaders^ reiterated that

contests within the democratic party.

This was the first 
test vote after six weeks of debate oït 
the repeal bill. 
Evén tbe moat optimis- 
tic senators, who favored repeal, bad 
not expected the amendment to carry- 
by BO large a majority. 
It is not be- 
lieved, however, that the bill itself can 
be put through by so gi'eat a margin.

London, June 11.—An attempt to blow 
up the coronation chair which has been 
in Westminster Abbey since 1296, . was 
made this evening. 
The outrage is at- 
tributed by the authorities to miütani; 
suffragettes. 


The chair, generally called St. Ed- 
ward's chair, out of respect to Edward, 
the Conqueror, near 
whose 
shrine it 
stands, was made by order of King Ed- 
ward I. to hold the coronation stone or 
"stone of destiny," on which the ancient 
Scottish kings used to sit when they 
were crowned. 
It was captured by Ed- 
ward I. from the Scotch. 


The damage caused to the chair b^^ 
today's explosion was slight. 
The ex- 
plosive had been placed beneath it, but 
its effect did not seem to reach the chair 
itself, .which is of solid 
oak, 
covered 
with gilding and ornamental work.

Perkins' Activity Due for 
Inquiry in Freight 
Bate Hearing. 


WASHINOTON 
GOSSIP 


(By Gilson Gardner.) 


Waahington, 
June 
11.—Further 
in- 
quiry into J. P. Morgan's railway financ- 
ing hM been scheduled by the interstate 
commerce commission as an incident to 
i ^ hearings in the matter of the freight 
rate increase. The part taken by George 
W. Perkins in the Cincinnati, Hamilton 
and Dayton-Perre Marquette deal is to 
ehgage the attention of Mr. Folk, coun- 
sel. for the commission. 


iPerkins, it is said, was 
the 
active 
agent for Morgan in unloading forty rail- 
lionB of valueless securities on the inno- 


cent stockholders of the Baltimore and 
Ohio system. 
The story, 
as 
so 
far 
brought to light, is about as follows: A 
crowd of enterprising Boston 
financiers 
figured out a way to hold up Morgan— 
or thought they had. They had been in- 
terested in the 
copper 
properties 
in 
Northern 
Michigan 
and 
their 
plan, 
briefly, was to consolidate the various 
copper railroads into 
the Pere 
Mar- 
quette system, then to consolidate the 
Pere Marquette with the C., H. & D., 
and this with the Cincinnati and Louis- 
ville railroad; after which they were to 
get an outlet through the C. & O., or 
through Kentucky and southwest to the 
gulf for a competing line of road menac- 
ing the monopoly of Morgan's railroads. 
They did the usual trick 
of 
raising 
money by issuing securities to buy the 
new lines, until the Pere Marqette had 
become bankrupt and the C., H. & D. had 
taken on a load of debt amounting io 
$40,000,000 more than the original bond- 
ed indebtedness. 


Morgan saw the point and had Perkins 
buy the staggering 
and 
water-logged 
Pere Marquette and later the C., H. & 
D. 
The Pere Marquette was "reorgan- 
ized" by Perkins, with five millions of 
capital raised by special assessment, but 
this was soon used up and in 1910 the 
road went into the hands of a receiver.

Morgan had meantime acquired control 
of the C., H, & D. and had become owner 
of $7,400,000 worth of common stock of 
this road. 
The C., H. & D. had issued 
all kinds of obligations to carry the Pere 
Marquette and subsidiary lines. 
All the 
roads had been scrimped on maintenance 
in oi-der to pay interest on notes, bonds 
and unearned 
dividends 
on 
preferred 
stock. 
The properties were bankrupt, 
but Morgan was unwilling to have a re- 
ceiver appointed because a receivership 
would have wiped out the common stock 
of which he held upward of seven mil- 
lions. 
What 
finnaciers 
do when they 
do not want to take a loss is illu8trate4 
by what Morgan had Perkins do in this 
case. 
He looked around for one of his 
other corporations to take over this load 
of indebtedness. 
First, he tried to un- 
load it on the Erie, while Harriman was 
in Cliina, but Harriman got back in time, 
though ill and at the point of death, to 
prevent this, and the Erie, Avhich had 
taken over the stock, actually forced 
Morgan to take it back. But Harriman 
was a very sick man and Perkins went 
ou with the job and soon unloaded the 
whole burden on the Bfiltimore and Ohio. 
The latter road has issued short-titne 
notes and dug up funds wherever possi- 
ble to pay the indebtedness on this Mor- 
gan "property." 


But the ueculiar thing about the af- 
fair is that there is nothing in the an- 
nualy report of the B. & O. to indicate 
that they are the owners of this valu- 
able property or to throw any light on 
the fact that they have 
incurred 
all 
kinds of liabilities in the shape of short- 
term notes to pay Mr. Morgan's losses 
in the C., H. & D.-Pere Marquette deal. 
Just why is one of those secrets known 
to high finance and the makers of au; 
nual 
railway 
reports to stockholders". 
Morgan is dead, but George W. Perkins 
is alive and as these happenings were 
comparatively recent, going back only to 
1910-11, Mr. Perkins will be asked to 
furbish • up his memory and tell the in- 
terstate commerce commission all about 
it.

Serious work has begun on 
the formulation of the administration's 
trust program. I t is found, in the first 
place, that one feature much desired by 
President Wilson was overlooked in re- 
porting the bill from the senate com- 
mittee, and of course it was quite for- 
gotten in the house. 
This is the presi- 
dent'» plan for a commission, to investi- 
gate practices which constitute unfair 
competition. The idea of President Wil- 
son in dealing with such practices is 
that the trade commission, or some of 
it, shall have authority to inquire into 
practices to determine 
whether 
they 
seem to be on their face imfair. 
If, 
after such investigation, the practices do 
appear unfair, 
the 
commission 
shall 
make an order that they be discontinued. 
This order is merely recommendatory 
or declaratory. 
There is to be no power 
in the commission to isnforce the order. 
If, however, the individual or corpora- 
tion neglects to obey the order the com- 
mission ia to go to the courts and se- 
cure an order from the court to enforce 
its order. • It is the theory that the or- 
ders in many cases would be obeyed 
without recourse to the courts and that 
in other cases those who object to execu- 
tive "tyrannjr" would have their hear- 
ing before a judicial ,body. 
The sen' 
ate will probably move in a leizurely 
fashion in considering trust le^slation, 
and there is a prospect for a pleasant 
summer in Washington for all states- 
men.

Diplomatic Service Hard, 
Delicate and Very 
Dangerous 


SAYS 
CURTIS 
aUILD 


New 
Yorlc, June 
11.—Curtis 
Guildi 
thrice governor of MassacTmsetts and 
formerly ambassador from the 
United 
States to Russia, at the banquet of the 
National Association of Manufacturers, 
in the Waldorf-Astoria, told 
the 
300 
members present that the time had. coma 
for the United States to have a school 
for Americans who wished to enter the 
diplomatic service. 


He said there was too much economy 
practiced by the state department, for 
which he did not criticize any adminis- 
tration, asserting thai it had become a 
matter of custom. Moreover, he said, as 
things are now a diplomatist's chief as- 
set is supposed to be a "slippery evasion 
of the truth 
in dealing with foreign 
nations. He called attention to what ho 
was saying by informing his hearers, 
that he had been special ambassador to 
Mexico besides having had the '"high 
privilege of being ambassador at the 
court of St. Petersburg." 


"Diplomacy," he said, "is simply doing 
business between nations, and if you are 
honest, for the good of both nations and 
the benefit of the human race. 
It is a, 
career in every other country and why 
should it not be such in the United 
States—a career to which even the poor- 
est son of America could aspire. 
You 
don't discharge your generals and your 
admirals at the time of administration 
charges. You insure permanence of of- 
fice for those who are on the firing lino 
in time of war and there's no reason 
why the office of the man who is on' 
the firing line in time of peace should 
not be permanent. 


"'We should be able to give to the 
American boy a chance in 
diplomacy. 
The graduate of Annapoiis 
or 
West 
Point is not only an American officer, 
but also an American gentleman. 
So 
let's have a training school for the diplo- 
matic service. 


Service Is Difiicult. 


"We need such a school for the man 
who serves his country in a delicate, 
dangerous and difficult service. Napoleon 
once remarked that the marshal's baton 
was in the knapsack of every soldier. 
We. have in some of our embassies per- 
sons who don't speak a word of the lan- 
guage of the foreign 
country. 
They 
have no knowledge of international law. 
How can a man be an efiicient represen- 
tative in a foreign land if he does not 
know what is going on and can't even 
read the daily newspaper of the country 
to which he is accredited? 


"The state department is starved in 
appropriations and by methods so anti- 
quated they have saved $2,000 a year in 
telegrams and crippled every embassy 
except that in Paris. 
There are not 
enough clerks in the state department to 
take care of the correspondence." 


Mr. Guild said that on one occasion 
the state department had kept an am- 
bassador waiting for an opinion on a 
question that involved $160,000,000, add- 
ing that $10 was saved in telegraphic 
expenses. 
He said that the army and 
navy command universal respect, being, 
free-from scandal and not in politics. 
He again scored the "amateur diplom- 
acy," qualifying his remarks by saying 
that, of course, brilliant successes had 
l?een made, just as a few of our victori-' 
OUR generals made their way withoiit 
West Point training.

Twelfth district progressives ma^^ well be pardoned 
i'ïf they indulge in a bit of self-congratulation over their 
"fiecond congressional convention, held at Kendallville on 
Wednesday, when H. M. "Widney, of St. Joe, was named to 
fin the vacancy on the congressional ticket occasioned 
the resignation of the original nominee, Isaac Straus, of 
liigonier. It was a gathering in every way creditable, 
both as to attendance and accomplishment. The nominee 
is a member of an old and well-known DeKalb county 
family, and he made it clear that his party can depend up7 
on him for a lively fight during the campaign in the 
TweHth district. 


Despite insistent claims made 
former political bed- 
fellows of the men who constitute the bulk of the progres- 
feive party in the Twelfth district, there was absolutely no 
symptoms of either dissolution or decay manifest at Ken- 
dallville. Though in the nature of an adjourned session, 
and for that reason lacking the natural interest that at- 
tends an original district gathering of this character, the 
attendance was creditable,' and the enthusiasm was mark- 
fed and persistent. It is doubtless true that the presence 
of Mr. Beveridge contributed somewhat to the fixing of 
¡party spirit, but that it was pronounced and virile cannot 
be gainsaid. The occasion bore no resemblance whatever 
i'to either the traditional political wake or the personifica- 
tion of a forlorn hope. Instead, it was militant and con- 
fident. 


There was notable, also, the entire absence of any- 
thing remotely resembhng a sentiment of amalgamation. 
On the contrary, the speakers from first to last proclaim- 
ed the party's iDurpose to fight its own battle. They de- 
med the suspicion that progressives were deserting to go 
back into republican ranks, and their sentiments were ap- 
plauded with a vigor that left no doubt of the sincerity of 
conviction of their followers. Any political party that is 
hoping to profit by the disintegration of the progressive 
Imjovement in the Twelfth district this year is merely 
buUding up hopes that are certain to be shattered, if the 
Kendallville convention means anything at aU.

organization.

the 
further 
hope that

able to make the subscribers liable for 
the full extent of the damage done by 
"arson squads,"' destroyers of mail and 
picture slashers. 


The announcement was made in re- 
sponse to bitter criticism of the inac- 
tivity of the government against what 
Lord Robert Cecil described as ''nothing 
less than anarchy," 
for which, in his 
opinion, the only remedy was deporta- 
tion, 


Mr. McKenna pleaded that the 
gov- 
ernment was faced with a phenomenon 
absolutely without precedent. 
The num- 
ber of women actually engaged in com- 
mitting crimes connected with the mili- 
tant suffragette movement is small, he 
said but sympathizers are numerous. He 
admitted the crimes were increasing in 
seriousness and he recognized the grow- 
ing sense of public indignation 
against 
the militant suffragettes, more especially 
in regard to their 
gross 
rudeness 
to 
King George and Queen Mary. 


In discussing various suggestions for 
dealing with tlie militants the home sec- 
retary said \jo believed the "let 
them 
die"' policy would act only as a gi'eater 
incentive to militancy and would lead 
to a reaction in public opinion. Deporta- 
tion he considered as 
impracticable. 


As 
to 
treating 
the militant 
suffra- 
gettes as lunatics Mr. McKenna said he 
couldn't ask jiarliament to sanction an 
act defining people as lunatics w'ho had 
not been medically certified as such. 


The 
past proposition, said Mr. Mc- 
Kenna, was to give wonieji the vote, but 
he thought that shouldn't be seriouslj' 
considered as a remedy for existing con- 
ditions.

The strength of the Chicago club was 
making itself felt, and the Pirates were 
recuperating after the sprijsg slump that 
i-iad become a habit with them after their 
pennant conclave in 190S. 


These facts are recalled to show

Whereas, on the 16th day of May, 1914, 
the city of Fort Wayne, by and throiugh 
its boiwd of public works, entered into a 
contract with Ma* Irmscher for tho build- 
ing^ of an addition to the electric plant, 
which contract is in the following words: 
Contract, made this 16th day of May. 
1914, at the city of Fort Wayne, state of 
Indiana, by and between the board of pub- 
lic works, of the city of 
Fort. Wayne, 
hereinafter called 
the city 
(the word 
board refers to the board of works), and 
Max Irmscher, of Fort Wayne, Indiana, 
hereinafter called the contractor.

1. Contractor's 
Undertakings. / - .The 
contractor shall do all the vork and fur- 
nish all labor, tools, ;.-machlnery, materials 
and transportation, except as otherwise 
specified, reau'- - - 
- 
• 


hereinafter relbrred to. and which said 
work shall be performed and completed in 
the manner provided In and in full com- 
pliance" with the plans and specifications 
for said work on file in the office of the 
board of public works, as'^well as in the 
manner provided in and in compliance 
with the proposals of the party-of 
the 
second part in so far as they are not in 
confiict with this contract or the provis- 
ions of said city plans and specifications, 
which said city plans and specifications 
are signed by the parties hereto for iden- 
tifications and are made a part of this 
conti-act the same as ii copied in full 
herein. In doing the stipulated work, the 
contractor shall adopt his own methods, 
ways and work and select the tools, ma- 
chinery and labor therefor, and shall not 
be subject to the city's control or orders, 
except as to the results to be obtained 
and as hereinafter provided for, 


2. All the work shall 
be 
prosecuted 
with diligence and shall be done In good, 
substantial and workmanlike manner. 
All 
the materials shall be new and the best 
of their respective kinds, except as "other- 
wise expressly allowed by the specifica- 
tions. 


3. "The contractor shall 
employ 
only 
competent men and, at the request of the 
engineer or board of works shall discharge 
any man on the work who, in the opinion 
of the engineer or said board, is incompe- 
tent, unfaithful or disorderly, and such 
man shall not be again employed. 


4. All "work shall be done to the satis- 
faction of the engineer and said board. 
The amount, quality, acceptibility and fit- 
ness of the several kinds of work and 
materials furnished shall be determined 
by the engineer, and said board, who shall 
have full power to reject or condemn ma- 
terials furnished 
and 
work 
performed 
which, in their opinion, does not fully 
conform to the spirit and terms of this 
agreement 


5. Work or materials rejected by the 
engineer and said board shall be Immedi- 
ately removed by the contractor and re- 
placed by other work and materials ac- 
ceptable to tlie engineer and board. 


6. Except by written consent of the 
said board, the contractor siiall not have, 
create, establish or allow any mortgage, 
mechanic's or other lien on any of the 
tools, appliances, machinery, live stock 
or materials used or 'which may be used 
upon the work, or which are at any tima 
ugon the site thereof. 


7. Tools, Etc., Supplied by the City.— 
The contractor shall become immediately 
responsible for tools, machinery, 
equip- 
ment, appliances and materials and all 
other property furnished by the city which 
are on the ground at the time of the exe- 
cution of this contract, and he shall be- 
come responsible for all other tools or 
materials so furnished by the city im- 
mediately upon their arrival at the point 
to which they are to be delivered by the 
city hereunder! and tlié contractor shall 
thereafter be solely responsible for all loss 
and damage, and demurrage or similar 
charges. 


8. All tools, machinery, appliances and 
equipment and unused material furnished 
by the city to the contractor shall be pro- 
tected and kept in good repair by the con- 
tractor, and shall be returned by him to 
the city on completion or other termina- 
tion of the v/ork in as good order and con- 
dition as when received, except ordinary 
wear and tear. 


9. Contractor's Care 
of 
Work.—The 
contractor 
shall maintain, 
protect 
and 
care for all tlie work until its final ac- 
ceptance by tlie city, and shall at his own 
expense provide and do whatever may be 
necessary for such maintenance, protec- 
tion and care, and shall repair or replace 
damaged parts of the work and damaged 
or lost materials to the satisfaction of the 
engineer and said board; and no approval 
of the work or payment or other act by 
the city or its representatives shall release 
the contractor from his obligation to make 
final delivery of the completed work in 
first-class, 
sound and perfect condition 
and free from all debts, liens, obligations 
and charges of every kind and nature. 


10. Contractor Not to Assign or Sub- 
Let.—Except the written consent of the 
said board be first obtained, the contrac- 
tor 
shall 
not assign 
this contract by 
power of attorney or otherwise, nor sublet 
the work, nor any part thereof, nor as- 
sign any of the moneys payable under 
this contract; nor shall any assignijient or 
subletting relieve the contractor of any 
of his obligations hereunder. 


11. Payments by Contractor.—The con- 
tractor shall pay punctually for all labor 
and materials and all liabilities indurred 
by him, and if and when required shall 
furnish the city with satisfactory evidence 
of such payment. 


12. Contractor to Comply With Laws, 
Ordinances, 
Etc.—The 
contractor 
shall 
comply with all building and sanitary laws 
and all state, county and municipal laws, 
rules, ordinances and regulations. 


13. Contractor to Provide Roadways.— 
The contractor shall at his own expense 
provide Citable 
bridges, 
crossings 
and 
roads for the accommodation of travel 
when the work herein interferes with any 
publier'highway or traveled road. 


14. Inspection. 
Representatives of the 
city may visit and Inspect the work at all 
times during its progress, and the con- 
tractor shall provide sufficient and safe 
facilities for such inspection. 


15. Refuse.—The contractor shall 
not 
permit the accumulation of refuse on the 
site of the work, or at any point con- 
tiguous thereto, 
and shall remove 
the 
same whenever req'uired by the engineer 
or said board, and on the completion of 
the work shall leave the premises clean 
to the satisfaction of the engineer and 
said board. 


16. Sanitary 
Regulations.—The 
con- 
tractor shall not do or permit any act or 
thing which may pollute the waters of 
any stream in the neighborhood of the 
work- he shall keep all buildings and 
premises in and about the work in a clean 
and sanitary condition at all times, and 
shall prevent any waste or unwholesome 
matter from draining or percolating into 
any such stream or gulch leading thereto. 
In case any of the employes of the con- 
tractor have or are exposed to any con- 
tagious disease, prompt and proper medi- 
cal aid shall be employed, and the patient 
shall be Isolated and all^ possible danger 
of communicating the disease or contam- 
inating the waters of any stream or tribu- 
tary shall be prevented, and all premises 
occupied or Infected shall be thoroughly 
and repeatedly disinfected. 


17. Foremen 
on 
the 
Work.—At 
all 
times when the work is in progress the 
contractor shall employ and keep on the 
work a foreman or head workman, and 
also a copy of the plans and specifications. 
Notice or directions given to such fore- 
man or head -workman by or on behalf 
of the city or the engineer shall have 
like effects as if given to the contractor 
personally. 


18. Contractor's Liability for Personal 
Injuries, Etc.—The contractor shall in- 
demnify and save harmless the city from 
any and all claims, demands, ^ I t s , ac- 
tions, proceedings, loss, costs and dam- 
ages of every kind and description, in- 
cluding attorney's fees, which may be 
brought or made against the city on ac- 
count of injury or damage to persons or 
property, received or sustained by any 
persons, firms, or corporations by reason 
of any acts or omissions of the contractor 
or his agents or employes, or by reason 
of any explosives used on said work, or 
tho character of or any defects in meth- 
ods, materials, ways, works, machinery 
or tools, or the work itself, or any con- 
tingencies arising therefrom. 


19. Insurance.—The 
contractor 
shall 
procure and deliver to the city and main- 
tain during the continuance of the work, 
fire and liability Insurance policies in an 
amount providing an indemnity and iss'ued 
by an insurance company or companies 
approved In -writing by the city, and in- 
suring both the contractor and the city. 


20. Patent 
Rights.—All 
royalties

On or before the fifth day of 
each month the engineer shall make an 
estimate of the amount and cost at the 
price herein specified of the work done 
during the month preceding, a copy of 
which, bearing the approval of the engin- 
eer and said board, shall be forwarded to 
the contractor; and on or before the tenth 
day of each month the city shall make a 
payment to the contractor of 85 per cent, 
of such estimate. 


27. The final estimate shall be made

28. The acceptance by the contractor 
of final payment on final estimate shall 
be conclusive evidence of his acceptance 
and approval of estimates, accounting, de- 
ductions and full payment by the city for 
all work, labor, materials and 
services 
done or furnished hereunder, and of full 
satisfaction, discharge, release ajid waiver 
of all claims and demands of or on be- 
half of the co'ntractor against the city 
arising o'ut of tljis contract and the execu- 
tion thereof. 


29. Extra work, when ordered by the 
engineer or board in writing to be done 
as extra -u'ork, shall be done by the .con- 
tractor and paid for at such rates as shall 
be agreed upon by the city and the con- 
tractor, and failing such agreement, at 
the actual cost of labor and materials, 
plus 10 per cent., which shall cover super- 
vision, use of tools, appliances and ma- 
chinery overhead, office and general ex- 
penses and profit; and no claims for ex- 
tra -work shall be allowed unless so or- 
dered prior to its commencement,

presented in writing on or before " the 
tenth day of the month following that in 
which such work was done.

become a charge against the city or the 
work. 


31. At 
Contractor's 
Risk.-The 
city 
does not guarantee the accuracy of plats 
or borings, nor the position of pipes or 
other underground objects. 
The contrac- 
tor shall take all risks and responsibili- 
ties of the fitness or sufficiency of any 
methods, ways, Avorks, appliances which 
the city may have adopted prior to the 
execution hereof preliminary to or in aid 
of the work covered by this contract, and 
shall inform himself by examination of 
the conditions at the site of the work. 


32. The contractor shall take all risks 
and responsibilities on account of quick- 
sands, springs, character and position of 
bedrock and the like, and floods, frosts, 
freezing, fires, all action of the elements, 
casrtialtles and other difficulties encoun- 
tered. 


33. Time of Delivery by City.—The city 
does not guarantee the time of delivery 
of tools, machinery, materials or other 
things, nor the continuity of electric serv- 
ice, but will use its best efforts to. meet 
the needs of the contractor in deliveries 
undertaken by it. 


34. Changes in Plans, Etc., by City.— 
The city may make alterations in the line, 
grade and minor details of plan, form, di- 
mensions or rriaterials for the work, either 
before or after the beginning of construc- 
tion, providing such alterations shall not 
change the general character of the work 
as a whole. 
If such alterations Increase 
the amount of work or materials, such in- 
crease shall be paid for according to the 
quantity of work or materials actually 
done or furnished, and at the prices and 
rates fixed herein for such w^ork or ma- 
terials, if so fixed; otherwise as e3t;tra 
work. 


35. Termination of work by City.—The 
city shall have the right at any time to 
terminate or suspend all or any i)art of 
the work under this contract or to de- 
crease the amount thereof, and in such 
case the contractor shall be paid for the 
work done and materials furnished at the 
rates <5f payment fixed hereunder, to be 
determined by the

and

board, or, in case of dispute, by arbitra- 
tors as hereinafter provided. 


36. City MajvTake Over Work.—If the 
work to be done shall be abandoned by 
the contractor, or if this contract bo as- 
signed or sublet by him. or if he loses 
control of the work from any cause, ex- 
cepting the acts of God and the public 
enemy, or if at any time the engineer 
shall certify in writing to the city that 
the contractor refuses or neglects to pro-

WORD "OR" COUNTED 


New York, June Jl.—Six 
inches 
of 
ground were in dispute In an action 
begim in supreme court to construe the 
will of Charlotte Eugenie Wheeler, who 
died July 25, 1912. The little word "or" 
also figured in the action, which has 
5 just been decided by Justice Gk>ff. 
A 
• clause in the will of Sirs. V^Tieeler in 
dispute read: 


"Third. 
I give and devise and be- 
• queath Tmto my beloved daughter, Grace 
W. Wh«eler, now of the city of Buffalo, 
all the rest, residue and remainder of 
imy property, for full use and enjoyment 
'3uring bar lifetime should she not mar- 
ry; and at her death I direct that my 
.property be equally divided, share and 
«share alike, between my 
three 
sons, 
Hobart W. Wheeler, Edward M. "Wheeler 
and George W. Wheeler, or their heirs. 


Should my daughter marry I direct that 
my property be equally divided between 
my said daughter and my three sons 
above mentioned or their heirs." 


The daughter and three sons of Mrs. 
Wheeler are still 
alive- 
Grace 
W. 
Wheeler is unmarried, while two of the 
sons are married and have infant chil- 
dren, who are represented in the action 
by their guardian ad litem. 
The guar- 
dian opposed the form of the proposed 
order of the findings of a referee ap- 
pointed to report concerning the inter- 
ests of the infants in the six inches 
of ground it is desired to sell. 
It was 
contended that the petitioner had pur- 
chased the interests of the children of 
Charlotte Eugenie Wheeler and unless 
their futxire heirs have a contingent in- 
terest in the property 
there remains 
nothing to be sold. 


Justice Goff held that the term "or 
their .heirs" was used intentionally and 
that the grandchfldren of Charlotte Eu- 
genie Wheeler have a contingent inter- 
est in the property. 
He overrules ajiy 
conclusion of the referee to the con- 
trary and permits the sale of the prop- 
erty. 


The property is a sti'ip '^f land six 
inches in width and one hundred feet 
long, between lots at Nos. 132 and 134 
West Forty-ninth street, this city. Jus- 
tice Goff approves the finding of the ref- 
eree, which fixes the value of the six 
inches of land at $5,400, owing to the 
strategic position it occupies when added 
to either of the two lots on eadi side 
of it.

New York, June 11.—^A mathematical 
stiident of Harvard Uaiversity, has mea- 
sured the hard work in modern dances. 
He went to a dance and carried along 
two pedometers, one he attached to his 
leg when executing the tango and the 
other when dancing the hesitation. 


In dancing the tango five times, Avith 
encores, he covered four and a quarter 
miles. That makes an average of four- 
fifths of a mile a dance.

ARE TAUGHT EASIEEi 


New York, Jun« IL—^The inadaptabil- 
ity of college men to the aeia&nda of 
teome highly spooialized industries has 
led to t h ^ being superseded as em- 
ploy«» by high school graduates, who 
can be defreloped along the desired lines, 
ftocordlng to Q«oTge P. Basford, of the 
Mount Vernon School of Industrial Arts, 
in teatifying bedfore the federal commis- 
'slon investigating industrial relations to 
obtain data for remedial legislation. 


Mr. Basford, who has been connected 
with large railroad and locomotive cor- 


porations, said that corporation schools 
are much more efficient in giving indus- 
trial education than the public schools. 


Can Ltitam More at Work. 


"When a boy once makes up Ms mind 
on the trade he wants to enter," he 
said, "he can learn more in that trade 
amid commercial surroundings than he 
can at sehooL"

W. Perkins in the Cincinnati, Hamilton 
and Dayton-Perre Marquette deal is to 
engage the attention of Mr. Folk, coun- 
sel for the commission. 


Perkins, it is said, was tho 
active 


agent for Morgan in unloading forty mil- 
lion* of valueless securities on tho inno- 


cent stockholders of the Baltimore and 
Ohio system. 
The story, as 
so fur 


brought t'> light, is about as follows: A 
crowd of enterprising Boston financiers 
figured out a way to hold up Morgan— 
or thought they had. They had been in- 
terested in the 
copper properties 
in 


Northern 
Michigan 
nnd 
their 
plan, 


briefly, was l>> consolidate the various 
copper railroads into the Pere 
Mar- 


quettu system, then to consolidate the 
Pere Murqucttc with the C.. H. & 11.. 
and this with the Cincinnati nnd Louis- 
ville railroad; after which they were to 
get an outlet through the C. & 0., or 
through Kentucky and southwest to the 
gulf for a competing line of road menac- 
ing the monopoly of Morgan's railroads. 
They did thu usual trick 
of 
raising 


money by issuing securities to bur tin- 
new lines, until the Fere Mnrqctte had 
become bankrupt and the C., II. &, D. hud 
taken nn a loud of debt amounting in 
$40,000,000 more than tho original bond- 
ed indebtedness. 


.Morgan saw the point nnd had Perkins 


:)uy tho staggering and water-logged 
Pere Marquette and Inter the (;., II. & 
0. Tho Pnre Murqiii-Ui- was "reorgan- 
ized" by 1'crkinn, with live millions ,if 
capital raised by special assessment, but 
this was soon umvi up and in 11)10 the 
rnad went into tln> hnnds of a n-ci-hvr.

HAS TO WEAR SHOES 


The house has proposed trust legisla- 


tion and tho senate, will now dispose of 
the bills. 
Serious work has begun on 


tho formulation of tho administration's 
trust program. It is found, in the first 
place, that one feature much desired by 
President Wilson was overlooked in re- 
porting tho bill from the senate com- 
mittee, and of course it was quite for- 
gotten in the house. This ia the presi- 
dentf* plan for a commission to investi- 
gate practices which constitute unfair 
competition. Thu idea of President Wil- 
son in dealing with such practices is 
that tho trade, commission, or some of 
it, shall have authority to inquire into 
practices to determine, whether 
they 


seem to be on their faco unfair. 
If, 


after such investigation, the practices do 
appear unfair, 
the commission 
shall, 


make .an order thnt they be discontinued. 
This order is merely recommendatory 
or declaratory. There is to be no power 


the commission to enforce tho order. 


If, however, the individual or corpora- 
tion neglects to obey the order the com- 
mission is to go to the courts and je- 
curc tin order from the court to enforce 
its order. It is the theory that tho or- 
ders in many cases would be obeyed 
without recourse to the courts and that 
in other cases those who object to execu- 
tive "tyranny" would have their hear- 
ing before, a judicial body. Tho sen- 
ate will probably move in a leizurely 
fashion in considering trust legislation, 
and there is a prospect for a pleasant 
summer in Washington for all states- 
men.

He called attention to what ho 
was saying by informing his hearers 
thnt hu had been special ambassador to 
Mexico besides having had the '"high 
privilege of being ambassador at the 
court of St. Petersburg." 


"Diplomacy," be said, "is simply doing 


business between nations, and if you are 
honest, for the good of both nations and 
the benefit of tho human race. It is a 
career in every other country and why 
should it not be such In the United 
States—a cnrecr to which even the poor- 
est son of America could nspire. You 
don't discharge your generals nnd your 
Admirals at the time of administration 
charges. You insure permanence of of- 
fice for those who arc on the firing lino 
in time of war nnd there's no reason 
why the office of tho man who is on 
the firing line in time of peace should 
not be permanent. 


'"We should be nble to give to the 


American boy a chnncc in diplomacy. 
The graduate of Annapolis 
or 
West) 


Point is not only nn American officer, 
but also an American gentleman. So 
let's have a training school for the diplo- 
matic service. 


Service Is Difficult. 


"We need such n school for the man 


who serves his country in a delicate, 
dangerous nnd difficult service. Napoleon 
once remarked thnt the marshal's baton 
was in the knapsack of every soldier. 
We have in some of our embassies per- 
sons who don't speak n word of the lan- 
guage of the foreign country. 
They 


have no knowledge of international law. 
How can a man be an eflicient represen- 
tative in n foreign land if he does not 
know what is going on and can't even 
rend the daily newspaper of the country 
to which he is accredited? 


"The state department is starved in 


appropriations and by methods so anti- 
quated they have saved $2,000 a year in 
telegrams and crippled every embassy 
except that in Paris. 
There are not 


enough clerks in the state department to 
take care of the correspondence." 


Mr. Guild said that on one occasion 


the state department had kept an am- 
bassador waiting for nn opinion on a 
question that involved 5100,000,000, add- 
ing that $10 was saved in telegraphic 
expenses.

He had been elsewhere in Redkey and 
was apparently crazed. 


Marshal May placed the man in the 


calaboose 
and 
later when Policeman 


Green entered the place of detention to 
look after his needs he found him suf- 
fering horrible agony. An investigation 
disclosed what had produced the wounds. 
He had 
apparently driven 
the 
nail 


through his nose and at the rear of the 
eye. and when this did not produce 
death hail deliberately 
extracted 
the 


fciiuill wire weapon and drove it into 
the skull, usinr u piece of coal as a ham- 
mer.

able to make the subscribers liable for 
the full extent of the damage done by 
"arson squads," destroyers of mail and 
picture slashers. 


Tim announcement was made in re- 


sponse to bitter criticism of the inac- 
tivity of the government against what 
Lord Robert Cecil described as. "nothing 
less than anarchy." for which, in his 
opinion, the only remedy was deporta- 
tion. 


Mr. McKenna pleaded that the gov- 


ernment was faced with a phenomenon 
absolutely without precedent. TU<* num- 
ber of women actually engaged Sir com- 
mitting crimes connected with the mili- 
tant suffragette movement is small, he 
paid but sympathizers arc numerous. Ho 
admitted the crimes were increasing in 
seriousness and he recognized the grow- 
ing sense of public indignation against 
the militant suffragettes, more especially 
in regard to their gross nideness to 
King fleorge nnd Queen Mary. 


In discussing various suggestions for 


dealing with the militants the home sec- 
retary said he believed the "let them 
die" policy would act only as a. greater 
incentive to militancy and would leatl 
to a reaction in public opinion. Deporta- 
tion he considered as impracticable. 


As to treating the militant suffra- 


gettes as lunatics Mr. McKenna said he 
couldn't ask parliament to sanction an 
aet defining people as lunatics who had 
not been medically certified as such.

Kenmt, was to give women the vote, but 
he thought that shouldn't be seriously 
considered ns a remedy for existing con- 
ditions.

The city health department will ihortly 
Issue a pamphlet entitled "Tho care of 
Milk In the Home," and It will contain 
brief an4 pointed instructions that if fol- 
lowed will be found a great aid to house- 
wives In solving some of their milk prob- 
lems. These pamphlets will be printed In 
great numVors and will be furnished free 
to dairymen for distribution to tholr etui- 
tomarB. 
The rules laid down cover all 
facts essential to tlio care of milk that Is 
In good nondltlon when It Is delivered. 
Tho board believes Unit for the most part 
dairymen are now doing their part to 
I'urnlMh clean milk delivered in rjood con- 
dition und wanU customers to do what Is 
ncceevary to keep milk no after It reaches 
the houHHhold, 
It is 
emphasized that 
milk should bo kept cool and instructions 
are given with a diagram for tha making 
of un Ice box In which to keep milk In 
»unh homeu as ore not provided with a 
refrigerator ot the usual domestic typo. 
There are instructions also concerning the 
laws and ordinances that make It a mis- 
demeanor to UKM a milk bottle aa a con- 
tainer for anything else or for a consumer 
to roflum a milk bottle 
without ftrot 
cleansing It thoroughly. Dr. J. H. Ollpln, 
secretary of tlui board of health, and Eu- 
gone A. Bohott, ohief of the division of 
meat and milk Inspection, both of whom 
worked In" the preparation of the pamph- 
let, ballave good results will be obtained 
from the little publication.
